A  copy  of  the  brochure  on  the  Lincoln  bronze  statues  which  you  sent 
us  was  received  today.  We  are  very  much  interested  in  the  statues  of  Lincoln 
and  this  is  exactly  what  we  needed.  Your  presentation  of  this  work  to  the 
Lincoln  Museum  is  deeply  appreciated. 

Your  information  concerning  the  Ford's  Theatre  Orchestra  is  also 
appreciated.  We  had  not  known  that  Ruben  Withers  or  Taltadullo  were  in  the 
orchestra.  George  Arth,  soloist  mentioned  on  the  revised  playbill,  (Double 
Bass  Viol);  William  Musgrine  (Violin  Cello),  and  possibly  Henry  B.  Phillips 
were  members  of  the  orchestra.   I  have  seen  references  that  Phillips  was  the 
assistant  to  Withers  and  in  another  place  he  is  referred  to  as  an  actor. 

In  the  issue  of  Lincoln  Lore  for  June  5,  1944,  (No.  791),  it  was 
stated  that  information  concerning  Lincoln  paintings  would  be  welcomed.  Re- 
cently we  have  had  occasion  to  secure  information  on  the  Cogswell  and  Thorp 
paintings,  which  we  are  sending  attached  to  this  letter.
